Tbe remaining 13 seats will 
be the dected Eiecutive of the 
ASUS. 

The Jomt Working Group bad 
originally recommàided that the 
students be "sdected" by the 
^pUcatkms Committee. CD. 
Gordon, chataman of ^dassks 
suggested that "nomfaiatè" be 



substituted for "sdect". 

"People object to the absolute 
right of the ASUS to sdect any- 
one it wishes to committees," 
heesplaincd. 

Ftank Innes, Secretary of 
the Faculty, said that it must be 
guaranteed that there is a proper 
dectk>n system in the ASUS. 

"The meeting of the ASUS

A resigned bitterness was dis- 
played by Ndiama lifschitz 
ye^erday because of the treat- 
mesA aoconkd Jews In the Soviet 
Union. 

Miss libcUtx. who will appear 
toaight in Place des Arts, is a 
Jewish singer wlw was given 
permission to leave Russia and 
now lives in IsraeL 

Speaking at a Hilld meeting, 
she answoed students questions 
' about Jewish fife in Riûsia and 
the hardships bang those Jews 
who want to emigrate. 

Miss Lifsdntz, though speak- 
ing in Hd)rew and Yiddish, was 
■ able to communicate some of 
the anguish she fdt at the life 
Jews tead In Russia. They are, 
she said, constantly subjected to 
harassment and anti-xionist pro- 
paganda. 

Six disagreed completdy with 
those who claim that protests in 
the free.worki hurt the chances of 
a'better pdfiqr towards Jews In 
the^Soviet JJidoD. At worst they 
cannot' hatmT'them, according to 
the songstress! 

Asked why tliey let her leave, 
she add. "Just luck." She also 
daimed "If ttie doors were open, 
most Jews would leave, espe- 
cially the yoiiiig, and they . would' 
' take ' tbboands 'of goitites 'with 
them/'. y. ;

Last week's Conference, on 
ilnstiuctional Innovations fii 
iHi^er Education has , precipit- 
ated comment on educatlbiud 
refonn from several members 
of the McGill community. 

Responding to an audlcncc-res- 
ponsc questionnaire distributed 
at the conference by Uic Centre 
for Learning and Development, 
one student commented, "I find 
it ironical that McGill has some 
of the foremost educators and 
psychologists in the world yet 
has taiccn no steps in reforming 
the,grading and lecturing system 
wMchper^ts. 

"Grading would be more im- 
portant on a pass-fail basis for 



the reason that subjective tests 
arc unreliable and objective test^ 
arc not necessarily valid. 

"I find it tra^c that this is 
just being talked about. The facts 
are known and should be implc- 
'mehted,''.he continued. 

'■"Time waits not for the stu- 
dents, or the faculty, nor even 
the administration," he warned. 

Evident throughout all Confe- 
rence sessions, according to 
another student, was a "genera- 
tion gap" between younger and 
older professors in their concep- 
tions of what is education in the 
university. He added, "As a 
student, I identify myself with 
the younger ones." -

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We can all get A's 



Any professor'who gives 90% of 
his class an "A" would probably 
be charged with "gross and wilful 
neglect of duty" and might even be 
fired. Instructors seen to assume 
that in any class there are only a 
few students who are capable of an 
A and that 'the rest of the class, 
because they are -not as "bright" 
or as highly motivated will have to 
receive something less, regardless 
of how effective student learning 
has' been. It is true that student 
achievement typically does follow 
such a normal curve, yet it is not 
because the students are incapable, 
it is only because the learning en- 
vironments at McGill are inef- 
ficient. Can you imagine a factory 
which produces products of which 
only 5 or 6 out of 100 are perfect 
and the majority mediocre? Surely 
instructors should try to provide 
learning environments which make 
it possible for all students to 
achieve at a high level — why aim 
for anything less? 

The recent conference on "In- 
structional Innovations in Higher 
Education" provided some examples 
of learning systems which actually 
do create high achievement levels 
for most students. Dr. Jack Michael, 
from Western Michigan University 
teaches an introductory statistics 
course. He feels that a student who 
gets a "C" in statistics is about 



as well off as a student who never 
topk^s^tistics. Therefore, he design- 
ed his course so that most students 
get "A's". His first step is to make 
clear to every student what must be 
learned for any specific week.. 
These detailed instructional objec- 
"tives are given to the student the 
week before the niaterial is cover- 
ed. It is essential to know exactly 
what you are to learn. The first 
session of the week consists of a test 
on the material specified in the ob- 
jectives. If the student reaches "A" 
level on this test he is finished for • 
the week and begins again the follow- 
ing week, if he does not achieve 
this level he attends a remedial ses- 
sion the following day and another 
test the next day. This procedure is 
repeated for the remaining part of 
the week. Students soon learn that 
it is easier, to learn the material in 
the first or second study period 
rather than to go through the whole 
procèss. At the end of the course al- 
most all students, have achieved 
"A's". There aria more details, but 
the essential features are defining 
clearly the weekly objectives, week- 
ly testing and remedial sessions af- 
ter each test. Similar procedures 
were outlined in Dr. Maiotts pre- 
sentation "An Introductory Psy- 
chology Course for 1000 Students" 
except that he works with daily 
quizzes rather than, weekly tests. 



Both expressed the philosophy that 
student evaluation and feed-back 
must be at least on a weekly basis if 
not daily; anything less will result 
in Inefficient lea lining. 

Dr. Michael's course is only one 
example of how a learning system 
can be designed to provide a. higher 
quality education. His organisation 
would not be applicable or possible 
in all courses but his underlying 
reasoning could be used to great 
advantage by many McGill profes- 
sors. First of all, instructors and 
students must know explicitly what 
there is to be learned and these 
instructionar objectives should be 
given for each small unit of the 
course. The student should be evalu- 
ated for each unit; if he does not 
reach a high level of achievernent, a 
remedial strategy should be em- 
ployed to see that he does. It does 
not make any sense to give a stu- 
dent a B, C, D, or F and then not 
provide him with some way of cor- 
recting his errors and reaching an 
A level. The university carefully 
screéns applications for entrance to 
McGill so that only the most capable 
are allowed to study here; then, it 
proceeds to assume that only a frac- 
tion of its students are able to reach 
a . high, level of achievement. This 
seems to me to be somewhat in- 
consistent.

Quel "Canadien français" di- ' 
gne de ce nom peut oser prétendre fai- 
re/partie d'une société distincte lors 
mênie . qu'il. tiésite à un effort minimal 
de définition''de soi?

Radsmç linguistique et 
ostracisiTie ethnique 

L'analogie bâtard-père adoptif coloni- 
sé-colonisateur aide à comprendre l'at- 
titude profondément raciste du Cana- 
dien anglais: mais c'est à une analyse 
de cette attitude même qu'il faut s'a- 
donner pour y faire échec efficacement 
dans une lutte et une thérapeutique an- 
tiracistes. Le problème du Canadien . 
français est. avons-nous dit. un problê- 
me d'identité. Celui^^e^peut^légiti- 
mement se définir ''tomme' 'liïdividù 
membre d'un groupe qu'en fonction de 
la seule existence légitimitée. celle 
d'autrui. celle du Canadien anglais: Il 
faut donc contester tout de suite la lé- 
gitimité de' cette existence si on veut 
donner au groupé canadien-français une 
identité originale.

La . définition du racisme proposée 
par Albert Memmi dans L'homme do- 
miné aidera à démontrer la fausse lé- 
gitimé à la base même de l'existence 
de la nation canadienne: Le racisme 
est la valorisation généralisée et défi- 
nitive de différences, réelles ou ima- 
ginaires, au profit de l'accusateur et 
au détriment de sa victime, afin de jus- 
tifier ses privilèges ou son agression. 

Différenciation, valorisation, généra- 
lisation et justification constitueront 
donc les quatre éléments aptes à définir 
le racisme et plus particulièrement le - 
racisme linguistique àrigio-cànadién.^ 

L'insistance sur 
une différence 

Le grand souci des fédéralistes est 
de réaliser "Punité dans la diversité". 
Par-delà les particularismes linguisti- 
, ques et culturels, il est possible de 
créer une unité où les hommes ne se- 
raient considérés qu'en tant qu'hommes 
et non en tant qu'hommes-étiquettes 
d'une langue et d'une culture particu- 
lière. Un homme nouveau naîtrait: 
l'homo canadiensis! En quoi l'insistan- 
ce sur l'unité dans la diversité est-elle 
une attitude radste? 

La diversité canadienne n'existe que 
sur un plan: le plan linguistique. Peu 
importe l'ethnie des gens qui s'expri- 
ment les Canadiens qui en principe le 
choix d'utiliser l'une ou l'autre des 
déux langues officielles.

Si les fédéralistes 
mettent tant d'espoir dans le bilinguis- 
me, ce n'est pas pour forcer les Cana- 
diens anglais à parler français mais 
pour convaincre les Canadiens fran- 
çais de l'insuffisance de leur langue 
pour accéder à l'hunîanité nouvelle 
créée.vpab: le . fédéralisme. Objective- 
ment.' Ini'fédéralisteis insistent sur une 
différence réelle C'Ia dualité linguisti- 
que") pour augmenter l'exclusion des 
colonisés de la communauté hurnaine 
formée des seuls colonisateurs. Il 
s'ensuit que les ethnies autres que 
l'ethnie francophone (Scandinave, hol- 
landaise, juive, russe, allemande, polo- 
naise, italienne, etc..) gagneront à 
s'assimiler à la langue anglaise pour 
prouver les bienfaits apportés par cette 
langue. Bref, le radsme linguistique 
anglo-canadien engendre l'ostracisme 
ethnique''dës Canadiehs français: il iso- 
le' l'ethnie colonisée de tous les éven- 
tuels alliés ethhiques^et fait de <:es der- 



niers les collaborateurs implicites de 
son oppression ethnique. 

\ Valorisation et 
, systématisation 
de cette différence 

Les fédéralistes n'ont aucune objec- 
tion de principe à ce que les Canadiens 
français parlent leur langue: c'est ce 
qui crée la dualité linguistique. Mais 
ils ne peuvent admettre qu'un Canadien 
français ne'parle que sa langue alors 
qu'ils tolèrent avec compréhension 
qu'un Canadien anglais se contente de 
l'usage de sa seule langue. La diffé- 
rence est bénéfique pour un groupe et 
maléfique pour l'autre. La différencia- 
tion valorisée en faveur d'un groupe 
donne l'axiome raciste suivant: Ce n'est 
pas la langue anglaise qui différencie 
le Canadien anglais de Canadien fran- 
çais, Cest la langue française qui dif- 
férencie catastrophiquement le Cana- 
dien français du Canadien anglais.

Bref, Cest une langue unitaire. L'au- 
tre, l'anglaise, est celle de l'homme 
nouveau, de l'homme pluraliste qui 
s'ouvre au monde par-delà les parti- 
cularismes pour entrer dans la nouvel- 
le internationale, l'internationale tech- 
nologique.

En jetant le discrédit sur l'inef- 
ficadté de la langue française, le colo- • 
nisateur projette la culpabilité de son

Le Canadien français qui se cherche 
une identité originale légitimant son 
existence n'a qu'une solution: enfoncer . 
la cuirasse linguistique capitonnée par 
le pouvoir, établi. La linguistique poli- 
tique de l'ordre établi a pour but de 
justifier une oppression ethnique: seu- 
les une thérapie linguistique et une ré- 
volte ethnique pourront y faire échec 
efficacement 

Bref, le racisme linguisti- 
que anglo-canadien engendre 
r ostracisme ethnique des 
Canadiens français: il isole 
Pethnie colonisée de tous les 
éventuels alliés ethniques et 
fait de ces derniers les col- 
laborateurs implicites de son 
oppression ethnique.
